of; for it knows that Pleaſure is only worth ſeeking, thar 
laſts forever ; by this Faith the Walls of Jerics fell, yer there

Carnal, but Spiritual, ana mighty through GOD 
for the breaking down of the ſtrong Holds of the Man of Sin, 
and for the bringing in of every thoug hi into the obedience of 
Chriſt. Hexe,is work enough for Chriſtians tobe imployed, 
if they had nothing elſe to do, beſides the Luſts of th: Fleſh, 
the Luſts of the Eye, and the Pride of Life, which is not of 
tre Farhcr, bat of the Worla, faith Chriſt Telus; yea, 2 
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mansown Will muſt be denyed, and the Will of GOD 
done in our Earth, as it is in Heaven; theſe are the Ex- 
crement things that muſt be ſtoned, and all that belongs to 
it burnt with Fire, before Chrift can reign in the Soul. 

Therefore, Oh King, bg valient for the Truth upon 
Earth, and come thou forth to help the LOKD againſt the

here, a Repentance never to be repented of, | 
And mark Oh King, what an influence this true Repen- 
tance had upon GOD,and how this true Humiliation pleaſed 
the LORD ; GOD ſaw their Works. that they turned trom 
their Evil ways; this was more than Words,Oh King ; theſe 
that were called Heathexs out-ſtript the pretendedC Eriftians 
of our Ape in their Service toGOD; they gave him Works, 
but theſogive Him Words : Andthis was the complaint of 
GODto the Jews of Old, Te have weeried Me with your Words ; 
And it is the ſame now.with theſe called Chyitiaxs of our 
times ; they multiply their Services,asthe Jews did, Praying

holds faſt their Iniquity, their abominable Pride, Arrogance,

And when 
David had ſaved the Inhabitants of Kec/ab from the Phili/i- 
a3, and Ss/" intended to' come thither, then Davis ſaid, 
O Lord-Cod ef Tracl,; rhy Servant hath heard that Saul wili 
cone and deſtroy rhe C i far my ſake ; will the Lords of Keilaht 
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deliver me up? And will Saul come doin, as thy Servant hath 
beard? Oh LORD GOD of Ilrael, I beſeech Thee, tell thy Ser - 
vant, And the LORD ſaid, He will come down.Will the Lord: of 
Keilah ael/zver me up, and the Men that are with me into the 
band of Saul? And the LORD ſaid, They will deliver thre 
vp. Sothe LORD ſhewed David what the Arm of Fic]: 
was, although he had ventured his Life to fave theirs ; bu: 
he that was David's Teacher, was' his Counſellor, and to 
his Preferver, which was the cauſe he kept ſo cloſe to HIM, 
and would do nothing without HIM, always begging, ſay- 
ing, Teach me, O LORD; Guide me in thy Counſel: And 
great neceſſity there was for it ; for all the Counlels of Men 
failed him in his greateſt Diſtreſs, as in Ahichephel, who 
was David's Bolom-friend, whoſe Counſel'to David was as 
the Counſel of GOD, yet this Man ſought David's Life ; but 
what was his 'end? GOD confounded his counſel, and 
brought: him to ſhame. Ard this hath been often ſecn, 
that the greateſt Favourites'have proved the moſt Trea- 
cherous, which was one cauſe the LORD ſpake ſo much 
by the Mouths of his Prophets, ſaying, Truft ye not 4 
Counſellor, put nv confidence in « Guide, And ſaid Chrilt, 4 
man's Entries ave they of his own Houſe: As this may 
be read within, ſo it hath often proved without : So then 
its for the King's ſafety not to believe every Spirit, but ty 
the Spirits whether they be of GOD ; for the King hath re- 
ceived a meaſure of the Spirit of GOD in himſelf, which is 
the: Touch-ſtone by which he may try the good from the 
bad, the right from the wrong z - and the Apoltle bids, 7ry 
all things, and bold faſt that which ts good. Sd the King 
keeping cloſe to the Spirit of GOD in himfelf,and giving di- 
ligent: heed” tor the motions and diftates rhereof, he ſnall 
e-no need t6-po to any for Coutiſe!," for the Infpiratiog 
of the ALMIGHTY ſhall give him 'an CIOS 
Whieh is the -Spirit of Truth, that ſhall lead _—_ - 
ruti, 


Fruth, and cit of all Error.. For this underitand, Of 
'King, that in thy Office, or Call, thou ſftznuelt in the p12) 
of GOD to the People, to bring their Caules unto. SO 5, and 
eo reveal the Will of GOD to them, ard to ;hew them :}; 
Way wherein they muſt walk,and the W vr< chat they mu!t 
do, and to provide among, all the People mea of Courage, 
fearing GOD, men dealing truly, hating Covetoulneſs and 
all manner of Evil , and appoint fuch over them: to be 
Rulers. 
{ humbly intreat the King,take this Counſc!,though from 
a Woman ; (the LORD is no reſpeCtor 3f Perions) whic! 
ſhall be for his owa fafety, and the good of all the Nations, 
and which was the Counſel of Ferhro to Moſes, though a 
Man of GOD, Ex#d. 18. And King Davzd in His lf 
Words, as is left upon Record, Sam. 23: faith he, 7 7e Sp;- 
7it of the LORD ſpake by ms, ard his Word was in my 1097 
the GOD of Iſrael /pake to:me, the Strength of Iirael ſaid, 1 ho 
foalt bear Rule over Men, being Juſt, andiruling in. the Fear 
of GOD. And ſo he gocs qn Prophecying of the Kingdom 
of Chrift, of which he was a Figure, 7 of the DeſtruQi- 
On oi the Kingdom of Antichritt, which Prophecy is to be 
fulfilled in thelaſt days. As ſaith the. Prophet Afrcha, The 
Mountain of the LORD's Heuſe ſhall be Eſtabliſhed on the 
ev of al the Meuntains, and it ſball be Exaitzd above all the 
7/1//;; Glory be.to GOD for ever ; xd the People ſhall flow 
/ntoit ; yea, the Nations ſhall come and [«y, Come, let «s

GOD »f Tacob, and he will teach us his Ways, and we will 
wail in his Paths: for the Law (ba'l 28 forth of Sion, and the 
i crd 67 the LORD from Jerulalem.

Truth ; For ſuch, faith Chriſt, the Father [res :- 7 
him, whoſe Souls are made his Temples, and he is 14:17 :4 41:4 
adored in the moſt inward T honghts of their Hearts, ans the; 
Sarrifice their Lyſts and wile Aﬀedctions ; yea, ana their wi 
Wills toe, as ſaid that worthy man Biſher Uſber. And !1t5 
know, and that from the LORD, except they forſake their 
Pride, Covetoulneſs, Self-Incereſts, Malice , Deceit, and 
Lyes, with their whole Life of finfu! Pleaſures and Va- 
11ties, all their Preaching, Praying and Hearing is all 
*bomination. to the LORD, and the LORD abhors it. 

And you that will not be gathered in this the Day of 
GOD's long-patienee, you arethe Wicked, that are as Bry- 
2:5 and Thorns that muſt be thrutt away, becauſe you can- 
10tbe touched with hands ; that is to ſay, neither by Mer- 
cy 207 Tudgment : Therefore you muſt be barrt in the place 
where you Fand, 2 Sam. 23. Theretore, O king, live for- 
ever in that Lite which is Incorruprtible, which rader2 not 
2way, but indureth for ever; and therefore it is  pre's the 
King ſo much to a Pure and Holy Life: for as I 1aic before, 
as he acteth ſor the LORD here, ſo {hall his Reward bc hercs 
after: And my deſire ro GOD tor the King 1s, that he may 
lave nothing undone of hi; 'Dury:to GOD, whilit he is on 
this (ide the Grave ; for their is bur a certaia limit of time 
appolnted to thee, which it thou {halt not make uſe of, tro. 
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alin and alay the my Diſtempers of thy Soul, it will 
pals away,and thou With it, and never more return. Theje. 
tore, O King, live fer ever in that Life, which Chriſbous 
Lord was a Pattern 3 - For ſaid GOD to Moſes; Look tho, 
wake all things like the. Paitern ſhewed thee in the Mount ; 
which Pattern was - Chriſt: They drank of the Rock, aug 
that Rock was Chriſt, faith the Apoſtle. So Chriſt is to 
te the Pattern of a Chriſtian, whith he mult ſquare his Lifg 
by in this World, his holy, humble agd ſelf-denying Life ; 
Learn of me, faith he, for / am Meek and Lowly, and you ſhall 
fnd Reſt to your Souls: Who humbled himſelf to the 
Death, even the Death ofthe Croſs, to ſave Sinners from 

their Sins ; glory be to GOD tor ever. © 
Therefore bluſh and:be aſhamed, O Mankind, of what ſox 
ſoever, for thy Ingratitude, that retains nothing but Rebelli- 
on, and Diſobedience to-HIM ,that inſtead of this great love, 
might have conſumed thee, and all things elſe in a moment, 
and ſo ſent thee to the duſt from whence thou cameſt. And in 
the holy Spirit of inflamed Love Moſes offered to have his 
Name blotted out of the Book of Life, rather than GOD 
ſhould deſtroy his People, although the LORD proffered 
him ſuch a Giſt, as to make of him a great Nation : Here 
was Self-love baniſhed,which ſtopt the Anger of the LORD 
for that time. And David in the like cale, when he had 
ſinned in numbering the People, in the deep humility of 
his Soul, when he was covered with Sackcloth, he and the 
Elders of I/rae! with him, falling with their Faces to the 
Earth before the LORD, whom he ſaw between the 
Earth and the Heavens, ſtand with his drawn Sword in his 
Hand, and tretcht out to Jeru/alew, then David cryed 
out to GOD, and ſaid, [s it not I rhat have ſinned ? it is even 
I that have commited this Ewil: O LORD my GOD |! Theſeech 
thee, let thine Hand be upon me, and on my Father's Houſe, 
and not on thy People for their deſtrafFion. Then the LORD 
coma 
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commanded Gad the Prophet to call David wit he ſhould do; 
ſo David and his Offering was accepted in this Spirit of deep 
Humiliation and Contrite-heartedneſs ; for ſaid David, A bro- 
ken and '« contrite Fleart, O GOD, thou wilt not deſpiſe: And 
faith the LORD, Remt your Hearts, and not your Garments, and 
turn to the LORD your GOD, for he is Merciful, flowts Anger, 
and of great kindneſs ; yes not making the Guilty innocent, So the 
LORD give the King a Heart to conſider theſe things, what 
great need there is of a deep Humiliation, with rended and 
broken Hearts, and all Mouths in the Duſt before the LORD, 
crying mightily to Him to waſh us throughly from all our Tni- 
quities, and cleanſe us of all Unrighteouſneſs ; but not holding 
down our Heads like a Bull-Ruſh for a day, and returning like 
the Dog to his Vomit : Oh, this is abomination to the LORD, 
and his Righteous Soul abhors it. And further, the LORD pre- 
ſerve the King from that Treſpaſs that Fehoſapher (though a 
good man) was guilty of, in joyning with Ahab: And the 
LORD commanded Jehs, who went out to meet the King, 
and faid to Jehoſaphat, Wouldſt thou help the Wicked, and love 
them that hate the LORD ? Therefore for this thing the Wrath of 

the LORD is upon thee ; nevertheleſs good things are found in thee, 
becauſe thou haſt taken away theGroves out of the Land and haſt pre- 
pred thine Feart to ſeek God. So King Jehoſaphat brought back 
again all Fudes,and Ferwſalem,to ſerve the LORD ; and he ſet 
Judges in all the Land, and faid to the Judges, Take heed what 
je ao, for ye execute not the Judgments of May, but of the LORD, 
ad he will be with you in the Cauſe and Fudgment. Wherefore 
now let the Fear of the LORD be »pon you ; take heed, ao it, for 
there is mo Iniquity with the LORD our GOD, meither ve- 
ſpef# of Perſons, noy receiving of Rewards. And he charged 
them, ſaying, Thus ſhall ye doin the Fear of the LORD faith« 

ul, and with « perfel? Heart, and of every Cauſe that ſhall come 
7 ab you of your Brethren, that dwell in theer Cities, between Blood 
Blood, 'herweers Law and Precept, Statmies and Judgments, J* 
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fhall admoniſh them, that they Treſpaſs not 4gainft the LOKL, 
that Wrath come not upon you and your Brethren ; thus ſhall ye do, 
and treſpaſs not, therefore be of Courage, and do it, and the LORD 
ſhall be with the Goed.2Cron. 19. And the nextChapter gives an ac- 
count how wonderfully theLORD appeared for this good man, 
when Tidings came,that three Nations were came againlt hip: 
to Battel, he ſet himſelf to ſeek rhe LORD,and proclaims a Faſt 
throughout all Judea, and to ask Counſel of the LORD what 
to dofhe and all Fades ſtood before the LORD with their Wives 
and Children, and little Ones: Then ſaid the King, Oh ow 
GOD! wilt not thou judge them? Por there is noftrensth in uw 
to ſtaxd before this Multitnde, . neither do we know what to do, but 
eur Eyes are upon thee, Here they appeared before the LORD in 
their Poverty, in their Littlenels, their little Ones were before 
.him ;. here they were in the ſence of their own nothingnels; 
theſe were little in-their. own eyes, and nothing in their own 
ſight ; . but they had HEM in their eye that was Great ; Our Eye: 
are wpon THEE; Then-their Eye was not upon the Nations for 
help, they did.not ſend downto Egypt for help 5 no, but they 
ſent their Cryes to GOD, and he helped them, who. is the 
helper of the helpleſs,and all that truſt in HIM ; then came the 
Spirit of the LORD _ Fahafiel in the midft of the Congre- 
gation, and he ſaid, Fearkey ye af Tudea, and ye Inhabitants of 
Jeruſalem,vd thou King Jehoſaphat,Fhis ſaith the LORD unto 
you, Fear you not, neither be afraid of this great Multitude, for the 
Bartel ts not yours, but GOD's: "To morrow £0 ye down 4iu/t 


them; behold they go ap by the C «i 4 Ziz,and ye ſball find them «t 
theend of the Brook; before the Wilderneſs of Ferucl ; ye ſb4ll not 
need to fight in this Battel ; ſtaxd ſtill, move wot, and behold the 
Salvation of the LORD towards you, . 0 Judea and Feruſalem : 
fear ye nor, neither be af; aidi; to morrow go out agdinfs them, 414 
the LORD will be with you. Then Fehoſaphat bowed down 
withhis Face to the Earth, and all the Congregatio fell upon 
»heir Faces before che LORD, worſhipping Him ; and whilf 
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they were worſhipping and praiſing the LORD, their Enerries 
were killing and deſtroying one another : ſo when they came 
to their Enemies, they were all dead men. And thus they 
were ſaved, who were little in their own eyes, and nothing in 
their own fight : And ſo it will be with thee, Oh King, if c!101 
follow the LORD fully, for thou haſt the ſame GOD to truit 
in that all the Valiants of Old had. Now here the King may 
ſee in what they did Well, and in what rhey did Evil, which 
is ſet down for that end, the King and all his Followers may 
chuſe the Good, and refuſe the Evil; which if thou doſt, Of 
King, GOD will make thee a Dread to the Nations, and the 
Fear of GOD ſhall be upon all the Kingdoms of the Earth, 
when they hear that the LORD is with thee ; ſo thou ſhalt bc 
2 Terror to Evil-doers, but an everlaſting Praiſe ro them that 
do Well, when the King ſhall bring back the People from fol- 
lowing their Idolatrous ways, to ſerve the LORD in Holinefs 
and Righteoufneſs all the days of their Lives, as Tehoſaphat did, 
and that good King YFefiab, who did uprightly in the fight of 
the LORD, and bowed neither to the right hand' nor to the 
left, but begun betimes to deſtroy Superſtition and Idolatry, 
whoſe Heart- melted when he heard of the Plagues and Judg- 
ments that were pronounced- in the Book of the Law againit 
the Tranſgreflors thereof ; Thea ſaid the King, Go ye and in- 
quire of the LORD for me. Then they went to Hwa the 
Propheteſs, who dwelt in Jer/alem in the Colledge, and tliey 
communed' with her, and ſhe anſwered them, Thus ſaith the 
LORD GOD of Ifſracl, tell che May that ſent you 10 me, Thus 
ſaith the LORD, 1 will bring Evil upon this plate, and on the 
Inhabitayts thereof, becauſe they have forſakew me, and provokea 
ee to Anger, with al the Works of their Hands : Therefore my 
Wrath ſhall be kizdled againſt this place, and it ſhall nor he quench: 
ed: But tothe Kyng of Judah that ſent you to inquire of the 
LORD, fo ſpall ye ſay unto him, Thus [a:ith the LORD GOD, 


of Iſrael, The Words that thou haſt heara ſhail cometo paſ; but 
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becauſe thine Heart did melt, and thou haſt hnmbled thy [elf be. 
fore the LORD, and rent thy Clothes, and wept before me, I have 
heard thee, ſaith thee LORD ; therefore I will gather thee #9 thy 
Fathers,@& thou ſhalt be put in thyGrave in peace,2Chron.q 4. And 
in the next Chapter may be read the ſtrong and holy Zeal of 
this good King, how he deſtroyed all the Abominations of 
the Land, and made a Covenant before the' LORD, -That 
they ſhould walk after the LORD, and keep his Commang. 
ments, his Teſtimonies and his Statutes, with all their Hearts, 
and with all their Souls : For like unto him Claid they) was 
there no King before him that turned to the LORD with all 
his Heart, and with all his Soul, and with all his Might. - Yet 
this good King, becauſe he went out againſt the King of #- 
2ypt, and did not ask Counſel of the LORD, he was therefore 
{lain : Here we ſee what a dangerous thing it is for men togo 
upon ſuch deſigns in their own Wills, and not1n the Counſel 
of the LORD. But David would do nothing withovt GOD, 
he leaves himſelf, he goes out of himſe!i into GOD, and there 
hangs as a Child upon the Breaſt of itz other, preſenting* no« 
thing to the LORD but his Poverty, iis Nothingneſs, his [n- 
ſufficiency, and theſe in a reading Heart : Dawidknew what 
would pleaſe the LORD, and wherein the Bleſſing was tobe 
feund : for ſaith Chriſt, Bleſſed are the Poor in Spirit, for theirs 
is the Kzngdom: He did not ſay, Bleſſed are the Rich in Spi- 
rit, but the Poor.” And in this Spirit of Poverty and Contrite 
heartedneſs- before the LORD, go on, O King, in all thy 
. Ways and Works, and the LORD ſhall be with thee, which 
15 the fervent Deſire of thy Humble Hand-Maid, and the - 
LORD's Servant,
